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HE recent Honduran airmail

| cluding the U. S. and Honduran 

flags in their natural colors. This 
was not the first time the United States 
flag has appeared on stamps, though its 
use in their designs has been more lim- 
ited than would be expected. The flag 
appeared first on the 30c 1869 in a clas- 
sic design typical of the patriotic designs 
found on the Civil War Patriotic envel- 
opes. In its natural colors, the flag is 
|draped at right and left of the shield 
containing the figures of value and while 
the draping conceals part of the flags, 
the starry field and perhaps half the 
stripes are in view. Other stamps issued 
since then have had the flag in draped 
position, but usually so that the design 
is almost entirely hidden, and in this ar- 
ticle those stamps will be ignored. 

Next appearance of the flag is on the 
5c Trans-Mississippi Exposition stamp of 
1898. Here is shown the then Second 
| Lieutenant John C. Fremont planting the 
|fag on what we now know as Fremont 
Peak, a 13,790-foot mountain peak in the 
Rockies. This event took place in 1842. 


It is eleven more years until the flag 
again appears prominently, this time on 
the Hudson-Fulton stamp of 1909. The 
flag is flying from the mast at rear of the 
steamer Clermont. Henry Hudson’s ship 
flies the flags of the Dutch East India 
Company and the national flag of. the 
| Netherlands. 


The 1919 Victory stamp shows the 
United States flag in company with those 
of the four other major allies, Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium, Italy and France. The U. 
S. banner is waving in the background, 
with the figure of Liberty just in front. 

Next appearance is on the 5c Norse- 
American Issue of 1925. From the stern 
| flies the U. S. flag as of 1892, while from 
‘the prow floats the Norwegian national 
banner. This incongruous mixture of flags 
not in existence at the time of the Norse- 
men is explained by the engraver using 
as a model a photograph of the Viking 
ship sailed from Norway as an exhibit 
for the Columbian Exposition, and the 
ship’s having flown those flags. The 2c 
of this issue shows only Norwegian flags 
| on the little sloop Restaurationen. 
































The White Plains commemorative of! 
1926 pictures our first flag, that of the 
Continental Congress, as well as the Pine 
Tree Flag actually used at the battle of 
White Plains, inscribed “Liberty or 
Death.” In designing the stamp, the 
flags were partly draped, with the inten- 
tion of by doing so the word “Death” 
would not appear on the stamp. It is 
interesting to note that the Continental 
flag shown was apparently not known at 
the time of the Battle of White Plains, 
not being authorized by the Congress un- 
til June, 1777, and first being used in 
battle at Fort Stanwix in August, 1777. 

Flying from the staff in front of Wash- 
ington’s headquarters at Newburgh, N. 
Y., again appears the Continental flag on 
the Proclamation of Peace 3c Commem- 
orative of 1933. The flag was the one 
destined to be used for some years, until 
the new government was firmly establish- 
ed and the stripes and the stars were al- 
ternately increased to include the new 
states. 

The last appearance of the Stars and 
Stripes on U. S. stamps was on the 1935 
Michigan Centennial 3c Commemorative. 
Although placed prominently in the de- 
sign, the stripes are almost entirely hid- 
den by draping, only the blue field being 
clearly shown, almost appearing to be 
the Union Jack itself. To the right, the 
design very indistinct, is shown the 
Michigan State flag. 

On the 1c orange match stamp of A. 
Beecher & Son of the Private Proprie- 
tary Issues of the 60’s is shown the U. S. 
flag, appearing as the entire central 
design. 

The new Honduran stamp was the first 
stamp on which our flag appeared in 





its entirety in natural colors, but fur-

ural colors. The flag is also found draped 
or furled on several foreign stamps, but 
so much so that the design is entirely 
hidden. On the 1936 300 reis green Bra- 
zilian stamp commemorating the Ninth 
Brazilian Esperanto Congress, our flag 
is shown to about one-third of its en- 
tirety. The design of this stamp is in- 
teresting in that it shows more flags than 
perhaps any other stamp—32 in all. 
Perhaps further examples will appear as 
the other complimentary Constitution 
stamps are issued. 





More Special Airs 





On October 12th, the great holiday of 
all the Latin-American republics, four 
planes named in honor of Columbus and 
his ships planned to take off from the 
Dominican Republic capital of Trujillo 
City on a trip to cover all the American 
Republics. Twenty-six different stamp 
issuing countries or colonies will be vis- 
ited, totalling 49 stops. By the time this 
reaches print the flood of surcharges, 
special stamps and covers will be well 
advanced. As we go to press we learn 
that one plane crashed on delivery and 
the flight was postponed until Nov. 18.

Editor’s Notebook 


THOSE Apparently we aren’t 
NEW DESIGNS going to see much im- 

provement in the de- 
signs of U. S. stamps if we continue to 
rely on contests as a source of good de- 
signs. The recent government contest 
for designs for one stamp, resulted in 
the choice of first prize going to a de- 
sign that is hardly original and while 
nice looking is unsuited to be produced 
by our present printing methods. The 
design could not be satisfactorily pro- 
duced by steel engraving, the process 
now used, and is really best suited to 
production by one of the various roto- 
gravure or lithographic processes. Nat- 
urally to use either of these last two 
methods is to run a great risk of coun- 
terfeits as there are thousands of per- 
sons in the United States who could,

if they wished, counterfeit such stamps, 
as lithographic and rotogravure machin- 
ery is common in the U. S. 

The design winning second prize, while 
suitable for production by the steel en- 
¥ graving process, would still with the best 
of workmanship, be only a mediocre 
stamp. A nice drawing, but as a stamp, 
well, what do you think? 

Our best designed stamps seem to be 
the result of accident as will be readily 
seen if you will leaf through some pages 
of recent years. Note that the attrac- 
tiveness of the stamp seems to be with- 
out any proportion or relation to the im- 
portance of the subject or event com- 
memorated or the purpose for which the 
stamp was intended. When the de- 
sign for the Constitution stamp was an- 
nounced, collectors pictured another un- 
attractive stamp—having in mind other 
stamps where a group of people were 
crowded into so small a design. The 
finished stamp exceeded the most opti- 
mistic hopes. The 5c Virginia Dare on 
the contrary, seemed destined to be a 
most attractive stamp, judging from ad- 
vance descriptions. Yet the issued stamp 
was very disappointing, due to the weak 
shade of ink and carelessness in authen- 
ticating the design. It is destined to be 
a stamp that can never exist “lightly 
cancelled.” 

Even in the same set, contrasts in de- 
signing are encountered. The 6c Parks 
is the ugly duckling of that set, and the 
excuses given are rather weak. True the 
stamp was supposed to be printed in 
the usual 6c orange, the engraver con- 
sequently making the lines coarse—a 
necessary precaution for stamps of that 
color. When changed to blue, a new 
die should have been engraved, espe- 
cially since the color was to be dark blue 
—the opposite extreme from orange— 
requiring only very fine lines. If the 
6c Parks had been printed in the Vir- 
ginia Dare stamp’s shade of blue and 
the Dare in the 6c shade of blue, we 
would have had at least one nice look- 
ing stamp in our collections and one 
other not quite so offensive on close ex- 
amination. 

So what we need folks, is to do away 
with the present haphazard selection of 
colors and designs by various persons 
without any qualifications. Let the en- 
gravers have the say-so, they knowing 
better than any political appointee what 
will look the best. Or, if that isn’t 
possible, then let’s require a little more 
education of the right kind for the pres- 
ent “editors” of our stamps. We can’t 
agree with the contention of some, that 
stamp collectors would make good de- 
signers, especially if we accept the claims 
that President Roosevelt personally O. 
K.s all new stamps and that Harold 
Ickes passed on the Parks set. Both are 
stamp collectors, and from the results 
we doubt if either has put his “O. K.”

It was my good fortune to be al- 
lowed to examine one of the old 2c 
1869 Jefferson, Ohio, precancels and 
all the accompanying matter that came 
with it originally. The stamp is de- 
scribed in the catalog and listed at $35. 
The method of precanceling evidently 
was to place the stamp on the envelope 
and then print the precancel over the 
attached stamp. To my feeble mind, it 
seems that precanceling was done at this 
time, and in such instances where the 
town name is printed very plainly, 
more to direct the would-be purchaser 
exactly where the bargains offered in 
the cover could be bought than for any 
expediency of mail handling that pre- 
canceling would engender. Besides the 
printers’ own advertising, there was en- 
closed one of a Mr. C. S. Bell of Hills- 
boro, Ohio, an operator of an iron 
foundry. His ad discloses that a very 
fine school bell could be purchased for 
$5 or a larger one for $10, also he offers 
a nice assortment of road scrapers. This 
was dated March 1, 1870, remember. 
The printer and sponsor of this pioneer 
mail order ad was J. A. Howells & Co., 
Jefferson, Ohio. On his return envelope 
it reads that the Howells company are 
“Dealers in Books and Stationery, fancy 
goods and Publishers of the Ashtabula 
Sentinel and The Monthly Transcript.” 
Other interesting factors and items are 
revealed in the enclosures which we do 
not have time or space to mention, but 
which we think would be of great in- 
terest to students of this sort of thing. 


AKRON, OHIO 


For quite some time it has been 
known that the local type precancels 
from Toledo in U-2 were made from a 
Multigraph machine using curved plates. 
It was not till the other evening when 
talking with Mr. Richardson, the new 
editor, who by the way was once an 
ardent collector of precancels, that I 
learned that at least three different 
plates used at Akron were curved and 
used on a multigraph machine. Type 9, 
the one that has the “1” for an I, type 
10 which is U-12 and type 12 which is 
U-14 the double line type all are or 
have been used on this rotary machine. 
The machine is of such a nature that 
all the selvage on sheets must be re- 
moved in order for them to go thru, 
so this precludes any possibility of get- 
ting any precancels from Akron with 
plate numbers attached. Now don’t show 
me some.
